Free Great Lakes fishing trips 
available to disabled veterans

A new non-profit charity 
geared up to provide fishing (rips 
in northern Michigan to disabled 
veterans has started in Grayling. 

The charity Wishin’? We Could 
Go Fishin’ was established by 
Grayling Township resident Phil 
Lennert. 

The primary focus of the 
organization is 10 take velerans 
with a minimum VA disability 
rating of 60 percent or greater 
fishing on the Great Lakes for 
free. The veteran needs to pro- 
vide proof of their rating by 
showing their VA Service 
Connected Card and VA disabili- 
ly letter showing proof of their 
rating to the charity to be cligible 
for the fishing (rips. 

Lennert said he was inspired to 
start the Wishin? We Could Go 
Fishin’ after seeing the warm 
response veterans from Iraq and 


Afghanistan were receiving, 

“We're getting better in the 
way we are treating veterans, but 
we're stl not there in the way 
we should be with disabled vet- 
erans,” Lennert said. 
“Personally, T think they're all 
too often forgotten. | want to do 
something fo shine a little more 
light on those folks that serve 
their county and do end-up get- 
ting disabled as a result.” 

Lennert is a veteran, serving 
six years in the Marine Corps 
and a stint in the National Guard, 
before going back on active duty 
with the U.S.Army. 

“T was all over the world, but | 
was never in a combat zone,” 
Lennert said. 

The charity will provide the 
boat, fishing equipment and a 
six-hour trip to qualified veter- 
ans. The boat is a 27-foot Sea 
Ray with a 10-foot beam, The 
boat has been set for down rigger 


: 


fishing. TC also has a porta-potty 
to provide restroom facilities, 
There is seating for five on 
board, the captain, deckhand and 
three guests. The veteran will be 
allowed to bring two guests, 
which may include their spouse, 
children age 13 or older, parents 
or friends, 

The veteran must provide their 
own food and beverages, but no 
alcohol will be allowed on the 
boat. 

The veteran must be able to 
board, move around and exit the 
boat without assistance. 

The primary fishing sites are 
Frankfort, West and East 
Traverse Bay, EIk Rapids, 
Petoskey, St. Ignace, Rose City, 
Alpena and Augres. 

Lennert is a native of Grayling 
and loves spending time on the 
AuSable River and the Great 
Lakes.

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Empty Bowls Projects event raises funds

From the traditional to the 
abstract, ranging in colors 
from earth tone to vibrant, 
the 270 ceramic bowls dis- 
played at the Kirtland House 
conference center — on 
Kirtland Community 
College’s main campus near 
Roscommon were as diverse 
and varied as the artistic 
imaginations that inspired 
them. 

Yet for all their differ- 
ences, the student-produced 
bowls had a few things in 
conunon, All were empty, a 
poignant symbol of hunger, 
poverty and homelessness. 

And all the bowls were up 
for auction during the 2nd 
Annual Empty — Bowls 
Project, a fund-raising auc- 
tion to benefit River House 
Inc. on Nov. 9. The project 
comes through the collabo- 
rative efforts of the 
Kirtland’s Art: Deparunent, 
Student Senate and Service 
Learning program, as well as 
local businesses. 

“This event is huge when 
it comes to helping River 
House,” said Kris Goodroe, 
director of the Grayling- 
based ~— shelter serving 


Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw 
and Roscommon counties. 
“The money these students 
raise goes to help survivors 
of domestic violence and 
helps people suffering from 
poverty and homelessness.” 

To further emphasize the 
social aspects of hunger and 
poverty, soup and bread 
were served before the auc- 
tion. 

With half the bowls yet to 
be sold, Tuesday’s auction 
alone raised $1,200 this year. 
Last year’s Empty Bowls 
Project brought in $2,300 for 
River House and the local 
clients the non-profit serves 
making the auction the sec- 
ond largest fund-raiser of the 
year for River House. 

Yet, more than that. the 
Kirtland-sponsored — event 
helps draw attention to River 
House and its services, 

“That is something we 
continually struggle with.” 
Goodroe said. “Having the 
voluntecrs to assist in deliv- 
ering our services and rais- 
ing additional funds.

“T grew up with a fishing 
pole in my hands,” Lennert 
said. “It was a natural for 
me to start this because | 
do enjoy being on the 
water.” 

The veteran will be noti- 
fied prior to the fishing trip 
so they can meet the crew 
and boat at the launch site 
for the fishing trip. The vet- 
eran must provide their 
own transportation to the 
launch site. 

The species that will be 
fished for will be salmon, 
trout and walleye. The 
charity does not provide a 
fish cleaning service, but 
does provide plastic bags 
and ice to the veteran to 
carry the fish caught during 
the trip. The veteran must 
have a current fishing 
license trom the State of 
Michigan with the addi- 
tional all species stamp. 

Prior to departure, the 
veteran and guests must 


sign a hold harmless agree- 
ment to protect the charity, 
its officers, employees and 
crew from liability. The trip 
will be canceled if the 
agreement is not signed, 

Lennert actually started 
the charity last November, 
but had to go through the 
necessary red tape and 
paperwork to get his tax- 
excinpt status. 

“Tt has taken almost a 
whole year to obtain my 
501-C3 — status,” Lennert 
said, “You have to go 
through a 
hoops.” 

Lennert charted 14 trips 
for veterans this summer to 
obtain a baseline cost for 
the trips to provide to the 
IRS. It cost about $170 per 
trip, with most of the cost 
going for gas. 

“You can't buy much gas 
for $100 anymore at $3 
plus a gallon,” Lennert 
said, 

In 2011, Lennert hopes 


number of 


to take 180 disabled veter- 
ans on Great Lakes fishing 
trips over the course of 90 
days. 

Lennert is working with 
Ron McNally, the Disabled 
Service Officer — for 
Crawford County, to get 
the word out about the 
charity. He received $850 
from the American Legion 
Post #106 to fund 10 trips 
next summer, and is also 
making presentations to 
other Grayling civic organ- 
izations. 

“Tm going to do as much 
as 1 can next summer, 
regardless of how much 
business | can drum up,” 
Lennert said. “Hopefully, if 
we are successful enough, | 
can start approaching peo- 
ple with deeper pockets.”
